Scientific Committee 


JUNE 3, 1958 
Mr. J. S. L. Grtmour, V.M.H., in the Chair, and four other members present. 


Tea plants —Mr. W. 'T. Stearn showed some pieces of dried leaves of Aspalathus sp., 
probably A. contaminatus. The specimens represented the so-called Rooibosch Tea 
from South Africa, which Mr. Stearn stated is used extensively in that country by the 
Afrikaners. He also discussed other plants used for making tea in different countries. 


JUNE 17, 1958 
Mr. J. S. L. Grtmour, V.M.H., in the Chair, and two other members present. 


Baobab.—Fruits of the baobab tree Adansonia digitata were sent for the interest of the 

Committee by Mrs. Paul of Ripley, Surrey, and she further desired to present the 

fruits to Wisley Laboratory if they were likely to be useful for teaching purposes. 

Pm — was accepted and the Chairman asked that Mrs. Paul be thanked for her 
ind offer. 


Philadelphus.—Flowering shoots of Philadelphus sent to Floral Committee B by 
Mrs. Dowding, The Manor, Manningford Bruce, Pewsey, Wilts, were referred to the 
Committee for naming. The Committee was of the opinion that the correct name 
was Philadelphus purpurascens. 


Iris.—Flowers of Iris orientalis ‘Caesar’ obtained from selfed flowers of plants and 
showing obvious increase in size compared with the normal were sent from Floral 
Committee B. The raiser, Mr. G. W. Darby, Rabley Heath, Welwyn, Herts, stated 
that the reason for the large flowers was that the plants had been treated with the 
gamma isomer of benzene hexachloride. The control (untreated plants) were from the 
same pod of seed. It was resolved that the owner be advised to write to the John 
Innes Horticultural Institution and give an account of his treatment. 


Fritillaria.—A plant of Fritillaria labelled F. camschatcensis, sent to Joint Rock Garden 
Committee by Mrs. A. N. Griffith, M.A., F.L.S., Paradise House, Newnham, Cam- 
bridge, was sent to the Committee for correct naming. Although the Committee felt 
the name was correct it was recommended that Mrs. Griffith be asked to send the 
plant to Dr. Turrill at Kew for his expert opinion. 


Magnolia.—Flowering stems of Magnolia obovata with pink tinged flowers sent to 
Floral Committee B by the Royal Horticultural Society’s Gardens, Wisley, were 
referred to the Committee for naming. The Committee was of the opinion that they 
were from a pink form of M. obovata but recommended that some of the specimens 
be sent to Mr. George Johnstone, Trewithen, Cornwall, for his interest and opinion. 


JULY 1, 1958 
Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and five other members present. 


Rosa.—F lowers of a green rose for naming were sent to the Committee by Mrs. P. M. 
Galletly on behalf of Mrs. Pettitt, 20 Anerley Park, London, S.E.20. The Committee 
considered that the specimens were those of Rosa chinensis viridiflora. 


Lilium.—A plant labelled Lilium japonicum variegatum was sent to the Committee by 
Mrs. R. McConnel, 56 Chelsea Park Gardens, London, S.W.3, for naming, and a 
request for any particulars which would be of interest. The Committee saw no reason 
to dissent from the present name and also recommended Lilies of the World, by 
Woodcock and Stearn, as a suitable book of reference. 


Eucomis.—A plant of Eucomis species was also sent by Mrs. McConnel for correct 
naming. Although the Committee agreed with the generic name it was unable to do any 
more until the plant flowered. 

Buddleia.—A plant of Buddleia colvilei raised from seed was sent by Sir Frederick 
Stern, O.B.E., M.C., F.L.S., V.M.H., Highdown, Goring-on-Sea, Sussex. The 
parent was also sent, but although the Committee agreed that the flowers in the seedling

were much richer coloured than those of the parent it was of opinion that there 
was no essential difference between the two. The Secretary was instructed to thank 
Sir Frederick for sending the specimens. 


JULY 15, 1958 
Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and five other members present. 


The Committee visited the Show Hall to inspect an exhibit of Rock Garden plants in 
pans shown by R. Elliott Esq., 15 West Drive, Handsworth, Birmingham, which had 
been reported as being of great interest and merit. The exhibit contained many fine 
plants and the following were specially noted: Codonopsis dicentrifolia, Sagina boydit, 
Dacrydium laxifolium, Helichrysum coralloides, Origanum amanum and Veronica pul- 
vinaris. After inspecting the exhibit the Committee expressed the opinion that a 
group of such interest and variety was outside the normal type of exhibit, but under 
the present rules it could not qualify for any award from the Scientific Committee. 


JULY 29, 1958 

Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and three other members present. 
Lupin —A plant of Lupinus, sent by Capt. Collingwood Ingram, F.L.S., V.M.H., 
‘The Grange, Benenden, Kent, to Floral Committee B was sent for naming. The Com- 
mittee was of the opinion that the name was Lupinus pilosus as figured in Reichenbach 
Iconees Flor. Germ. Helv., Fig. 2059. 
Leucospermum.—A plant of Leucospermum, sent by Lt. Commander T. M. Dorrien 
Smith, Tresco Abbey, Isles of Scilly, which had been collected originally in S. Africa, 
was sent to Kew for expert opinion. 
Tradescantia.—A plant labelled Tradescantia sp. sent to Joint Rock Garden Committee 
by Mrs. A. N. Griffith, M.A., F.L.S., Paradise House, Newnham, Cambridge, was 
referred to the Committee for naming. It was decided to send this to Mr. Milne 
Redhead at Kew for his expert opinion. 
Sempervivum.—A plant labelled Sempervivum ‘Commander Hay’ in flower sent to 
the Joint Rock Garden Committee by The Earl of Morton, The Hatch, Churt, Surrey, 
was referred to the Committee. The Committee saw no reason to disagree with Lord 
Morton’s theory that it was a hybrid between S. ornatum of gardens (S. shlehanii f. 
brunneifolium) and giant S. tectorum which arose in his rock garden during his absence 
in the last war. 
Lilium.—Mr. Green exhibited some inflorescences of lilies (unnamed) which showed 
the green petals peculiar to the condition called “‘Virescence”, the exact reason for 
which is not known. 


AUGUST 12, 1958 
Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and five other members present. 


Allium.—A plant labelled Allium carinatum, sent by Mr. L. Maurice Mason, Talbot 
Manor, Fincham, King’s Lynn, to Floral Committee B, was sent to have the name 
confirmed. ‘The general opinion of the Committee was that it was A. pulchellum, 
but it was decided to send it to Mr. W. T. Stearn for confirmation. 


Platycodén.—A plant of Platycodon sp. grown from Japanese seed by Mr. C. Field, 
23 Fairfields Rd., Enfield, Middlesex, was referred to the Committee for a deter- 
mination of the species. It was decided to forward this to Mr. J. R. Sealy of Kew 
for his expert opinion, and was identified by him as P. grandiflorum v. mariesii Lynch. 


Tris —An aberrant leaf of Iris unguicularis was sent by Mr. David McClintock, Bracken- 
hill Platt, Kent, for examination by the Committee. The leaf had grown into a rather 
attractive wavy shape which no one on the Committee had seen before. It was decided 
to write to Mr. McClintock for further information. 


Rosa.—A twig taken from Rosa chinensis semperflorens was sent by Mr. G. W. Darby, 
Rabley Heath, Welwyn, Herts., who quoted a statement, recently published, that the 
pions was extinct in Britain, but said that this plant had been raised from cuttings by 

s family for 124 years. Lord Morton said that this was the Old Monthly Rose and 
both he and Mr. Robinson stated that they had seen it in different parts of the country. 
The statement that it was extinct was therefore erroneous. 
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Aeginetia.—A plant of Aeginetia indica, parasitic on Setaria palmifolia, sent to Floral 
Committee B by the Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, was forwarded to the Committee 
for consideration of the award of a Botanical Certificate. The Committee expressed 
interest in the exhibit but were of the opinion that an award should not be given. 


Athyrium.—A plant, which had arisen as a spontaneous hybrid in the garden of Dr. 
H.S. Wacher, The Wilderness, 97 St. Stepehn’s Road, Canterbury, was sent by him for 
the Committee’s comments. The Committee noted it with interest. 


SEPTEMBER 2, 1958 


The Hon. Lewis Patmer, F.L.S., V.M.H., in the Chair, and four other members 
present. 


Agapanthus.—The Hon. Lewis Palmer showed specimens of flowers of the following 
a species and gave a description of each with details of its special characters, 
bitat, etc. 


1. A. inapertus with erect grey green leaves coming from the Eastern Transvaal. 
Its flowers are very like those of A. pendulus but the foliage is very different. 

2. A. pendulus yellower green and rather flaccid transparent-looking leaves. 

3. Agapanthus undescribed species which has been in cultivation for over twenty- 
five years at Kirstenbosch under No. 1626/32. It is a handsome plant but has not yet 
been named. It comes true from seed and its origin is thought to be the eastern part 
of the Cape Province. ; 

4. A. caulescens with enormously wide leaves which grow on an annual stem 10 
inches high with a broad scape arising from the centre. 

5. A. patens a small plant with small grass-like leaves and tiny flowers and certainly 
one of the parents of A. mooreanus. Origin: Basutoland border of the Free State. 

6. Agapanthus unnamed from the Alice district of Cape Colony. The leaves 
instead of being erect are almost flat and this species is not hardy. 

7. A. minimus, a very old and well-known species from near Port Elizabeth. 

8. Agapanthus freak seedlings. Two were shown. One was a hybrid (seed from 
A. caulescens), which had a double umbel. The other was from A. pendulus with flowers 
appearing halfway up the stem in the axil of a small leaf and in this plant single flowers 
arose on stalks from the soil level all around the stem base. 


Aristolochia.—A plant of Aristolochia macrophylla, sent to Floral B by G. D. Hardwicke 
Esq., Peppard Road, Emmer Green, Reading, was referred to the Committee for its 
interest. The plant was in fruit and was said to fruit only occasionally. 


Cyclamen.—A plant of cyclamen bearing flowers only, sent to Joint Rock Garden 
Committee by Mrs. D. S. Saunders, Husseys, Green St. Green, was referred to the 
Committee for an opinion. The plant was raised from seed from a white form of C. 
europeum which was very fragrant. The Chairman remarked that cyclamen hybrids 
were rare. The Committee was very interested, and Mr. Hubbard promised to study 
the plant further if he could be sent a flower and later on some leaves. 


Unknown plant.—An unknown plant, sent to Joint Rock Garden Committee by C. H. 
Hammer, The Old Rectory, Boreham, Essex, was referred to the Committee for 
naming. This was not possible and it was recommended that some flowers and foliage 
be sent to Kew for further study. The plant appeared to belong to the Caryophyllaceae. 


SEPTEMBER 16, 1958 


Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and six other members present. 
Polygonum.—A specimen of polygonum, sent by Capt. G. K. Mooney, Southmead, 
Weald, Sevenoaks, Kent, for specific determination was forwarded to Kew for this 
purpose and subsequently named P. cuspidatum var. compactum. 


Paulownia.—A root of paulownia, showing considerable variation in thickness along 
its length was sent by Mr. D. E. Green, R.H.S. mycologist, for the Committee’s opinion 
on whether this condition was normal. Mr. MacKenzie stated that he had not seen 
anything like it on the plants he had handled and considered it to be abnormal. The 
root was sent to Kew for further examination. 
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Biarum.—A plant of Biarum sp. collected in Turkey and numbered P.D. 26644, sent 
by the Director, R.H.S. Gardens, Wisley, was forwarded to the Committee by the 
Joint Rock Garden Plant Committee for specific determination. It was sent to Kew and 
subsequently named Biarum eximium. 


Cotoneaster.—Specimens of cotoneaster, sent to Floral Committee B by L. Maurice 
Mason Esq., Talbot Manor, Fincham, King’s Lynn, were referred to the Committee 
for specific determination. It was decided to send these to Kew for further examina- 
tion. 


Agapanthus.—A specimen of Agapanthus gracilis, a native of Zululand, was exhibited 
by the Hon. Lewis Palmer. It is a late-flowering species and therefore rarely sets seed. 
The specimen was sent to Kew. 


Regnellidium.—Specimens_of Regnellidium diphyllum (Marsilaceae) bearing fruit 
bodies were exhibited by Mr. MacKenzie. A native of southern Brazil, it is of great 
botanical interest, being the only fern known to produce latex. 


SEPTEMBER 30, 1958 


The Hon. Lewis Patmer, F.L.S., V.M.H., in the Chair, and seven other members 
present. 


Buddleia.—Flowering shoots of Buddleia ‘Hever Pride’ were referred from Floral 
Committee B, sent by Col. the Lord Astor of Hever, Hever Castle, Edenbridge, Kent. 
The plant was said to be a hybrid between ¢ B. lindleyana and ° B. caryopteridifolia 
(geographical form of B. crispa). Flowering shoots of each parent were also exhibited. 

The Secretary was instructed to ask Lord Astor’s gardener whether he has any 
flowering shoots from other seedlings of the same cross. 


Allium chinense (A. bakeri).—Mr. Stearn discussed this plant and referred to the anti- 
quity of the garlic crops of China and Japan and the parallel development of cultivated 
_ crops in widely separated areas. He showed specimens and photographs from Professor 
L. K. Mann, Davis, California, of a culinary allium known in Japan as ‘rakkyo’. Many 
tons of bulbs of this allium are exported from Japan every year, but the species to which 
they belong, A. bakeri Regel, has not hitherto been recognized in Western literature 
as one of economic importance and an important clue to the identity of the obscure 
A. chinense G. Don, has thus been overlooked. The plant is an attractive late-flowering 
one with lavender cup-shaped flowers: the stamens and style protrude conspicuously. 


Pelargonium.—The Hon. Lewis Palmer asked if any member of the Committee knew 
a cultivated form of pelargonium called “The Boar’, and further did anyone know its 
origin. He reported that he has grown it in his garden and it is now an old plant. Each 
year seedlings appear which are true. Mr. Palmer thinks P. frutetorum is not the same, 
but there may be two clones of P. frutetorum or even a hybrid in which its characters 
predominate. Mr. Palmer doubted that the plant in his garden was a hybrid. 


OCTOBER 14, 1958 
Dr. G. Taytor, V.M.H., in the Chair, and three other members present. 


Petraeovitex.—aA plant labelled Petraeovitex wolfei sent to Floral Committee B by the 
Director, John Innes Horticultural Institution, Bayfordbury, Herts, was passed to the 
Committee for its consideration. The Committee was interested in this plant which 
is very striking because of the conspicuously coioured bright yellow calyx and bracts, 
while the corolla is small and fugitive. The leaves resemble Vitex and the inflor- 
escences suggest Petraea. The Chairman suggested that the Secretary contact Dr. 
Turrill and ask if he would like to figure the plant for the Botanical Magazine. 


Sorbus.—Fruiting shoots of Sorbus sent by Sunningdale Nurseries, Windlesham, 
Surrey, to Floral Committee B and labelled Sorbus esserteauiana were sent to the 
Committee for confirmation of name. Mr. MacKenzie informed the Committee that 
Dr. Fox had seen the specimens and had little doubt that they were S. conradinae, 
which is synonymous with S. esserteauiana. 


Cyclamen.—A cyclamen plant in flower, sent to the Joint Rock Garden Committee by 
Mrs. F. H. Herrmann, 4 North Square, London, N.W.11, and labelled Cyclamen 
pseudo-graecum, was referred to the Committee for confirmation of name. The Com- 
mittee considered that the name was Cyclamen graecum, of which C. pseudo-graecum 


is a synonym.
